Open—No Clue to the Assailant. 


Ex-Mail carrier James Dunn was the 


victim of an outrageous. assault last 
night committed right in the heart of 
the city. As a result he is confined to 
his home on East Third street today 
with a terrible gash in his head. 


The assault occurred on the north 


side of East Third street at fhe inter- 
jection of the first alley above Gay 
street sometime between 11 and 12 
o'clock. Mr. Dunn had been down 
street with various friends and was on 
his way home. Just as he passed the 
alley he heard some one slipping up 
behind him. Before he could turn 
around he was struck a terrible blow 
over the head with a club or some other 
blunt instrument. The blow felled 
Dunn to the ground and rendered him 
unconscious. 
Mr. Dunn lay there for 


an hour or two before he had recovered 
his senses sufficeutly to be able to walk 
home. With great difficulty he finally 
reached his residence about a quarter 
of three o, clock, Dr. G. C. Fulton was 
summoned and found that there was a. 
dangerous cut in his head, several 
inches in length, extending from the 
forehead straight back. It looked as 
though it had been made with a club. 
The skull was not fractured. 


Mr. Dunn has no idea as to the 


identity of his assailant. He knows of 
no person who had it in for him and 
thinks he must have been mistaken for 
some one else.

WELL- 


One Discovered in the Middle of Market 


Street Near the Biggs House- 
{ 


A strong reminder of old days when 


Portsmouth was still in her swaddling 
clothes, was discovered Thursday by 
workmen engaged on_ the Market street 
improvement. It was an old town well 
found carefully covered over, about 
eighteen inches below the surface of 
the street, by a big rock. 
It had not 


been filled up and was over thirty feet 
deep.

The well was discovered out in the 


street about twenty feet from the south- 
corner of the Biggs House.

Tolstoi Denounces -with Tigor'a Flan for 


Only Partial Ecform. 


Count Tolstoi, in a characteristic let- 


ter'to the'-Boursp Gazette, gives his 
views on a questioa which is causing 
considerable agitation of mind at pres- 
ent in many circles of Eussian official 
and private life—namely, that of the 
.abolition, in whole or in part, of the 
punishment of flogging1 in its various 
forms. 


The provincial zemstvos of a large 


number of provinces, as well as several 
•Lighly -placed officials in Asiatic Bus- 
sia, have formally decided to petition. 
;for the exemption from this degrading- 
penalty of all peasants who have 
learned to read and write. Count Tol • 
stoi, with the ardor natural to the 
artistic temperament, cries "Shame!" 
uppn their niggard aslting, and, in. an 
article headed with that word, very 
broadly hints that, while the peasant,, 
for the last three-quarters of a cen- 
tury, has been, steadily advancing, his 
masters have in some respects failed to 
keep their place in the van of the march 
toward civilization. 


Count Tolstoi is a foremost authority 


on the life of the peasant, and the spec- 
'imens he gives in this article of the 
abuse of the power of flogging by the 
small fry of officialdom are certainly 
striking. These insignificant members^ 
of the lower governing ranks have no 
uniform, but, when.-engaged on official 
duties, wear some kind of outward and 
•risible sign of authority, generally a 
large medal. For "speaking his mind" 
to one of these village, "elders" who 
happened to have.the sign of office on 
nt the time, a fellow villager was duly 
flogged, although his only fault ap- 
pears to have been that he overlooked 
the medal which converted nn ordinary 
neighborly difference of opinion, into 
on insult to the czar! The poor fellow, 
Tolstoi relates, consoled himself with, 
'the remark that "Christ 
suffered 


stripes, and bade us suffer, 
too." 


There are, however, many in Russia 


who think that the moujik is still suf- 
ficiently brutal to make the entire 
abolition of flogging a measure of mis- 
taken humanity, and Tolstoi's cry of 
"Shame" upon tie moderate reform 
proposed by certain zeinstvos will, 
doubtless, be met by the not unnatural 
reply that Tolstoi is before nil a lit- 
erary artist, with, all the artist's native 
scorn for practical measures which fall 
short of the ideal aimed at. The par- 
tial exemption from flogg'-ng which 
practical men desire would certainly 
prove a very powerful stimulus toward 
'popular education, even as compulsory 
service in the- armj' keeps the Bussian 
ttnirersities filled to overflowing with 
men who, in a lar^c number of cases, 
would do the state, better service in 
other ways than by learning discontent 
in a sphere unfitted to their natural 
capacities- or station in life.—London- 
Standard.

Kicked on Reporters 


Being Present at the Meeting Last Night 


and Tney Were Bounced. 


Behind Closed Doors the Meeting Then 


Proceeded—A llesolution Panned De- 


nouncing Sunday liase Ball and a 


Committee Appnlntrd to See 


That the Law In Enforced. 


There was a meeting at the First 


Baptist church last night. 
It was 


supposed to consist of representative 
business mon and church members, and 
they met to decide upon some plan of 
action to suppress Sunday baso ball. 
This was.tho object of the meeting. 


There were thirty-five or forty peo- 


ple present, consisting^ of one or two 
manufacturers, a few" business men, 
several ministers, several professional 
men, and others employed by the afore- 
mentioned people. 


The meeting organized by the elec- 


tion of W. W. Donaldson as chairman 
and W. B. Anderson as secretary. Rev. 
Mr. Snodgrass suggested that Mr. G. 
D. Selby explain the object of the 
meeting. Mr. Selby did not respond, 
and thero was a moment's silence, 
Then Mr. N. W. Evans, the hired man 
of the "law and order league," pro- 
posed that the newspaper men present 
be excluded. Mr. Evans is terribly 
afraid of a newspaper oud a little pub- 
licity. A motion that tho newspaper 
men be requested to retire was pnt and 
declared carried by a viva voce vote. 
A rising vote was called for and re- 
sulted in a tie vote, 13" each way. 
Chairman ponaldsou counted 13 to ex- 
pol and 12 to remain, however, and re- 
quested tho newspaper men '' to git.'' 
A lively discussion was started at' this, 
somo gentleman moving a reconsidera- 
tion, as several had come in, in the 
meantime. 
Tho motion carried aud 


the original question of bouncing the 
reporters again came np. N. W. Evans' 
voice -was again heard in the laud. 
Under no circumstances, 
said 
he, 


should tho newspaper men be allowed 
to remain. 
Others spoke in the same 


strain. Finally, just as the question 
was going to bo voted upon, the report- 
ers present, seeing that they were go- 
ing to bo expelled, each mado his little 
bow and speech and gracefully retired, 
leaving tho representative churchmen 
deep in tho consideration of the ques- 
tion to oxpol them. 


These gentlemen had assembled to 


consider a matter in which tho entire 
community was interested and con- 
cerned. Yot, it looked like they were 
afraid and ashamed to have their ut- 
terances reported in the public press 
and wanted 
to do things and say 


thiugs that they did not want tho .peo- 
ple of tho city of Portsmouth to know 
for somo reason or other. At any rate, 
those gentlemen had their way, and be- 
hind closed doors they deliberated and 
decided upon a plan of action. 


The writer of this article does not be- 


liovo that it was the desire or inten- 
tion of such gentlemen as Gco. D. Sol- 
by, W. B. Anderson, Samuel Beed and 
liov. Dallas Tucker to exclude the 
newspaper representatives. 
The idea 


originated in the scheming brain of N. 
W. Evans, who feared that publicity 
might interfere with some of his plans 
to bleed tho gentlemen and make a 
small fortune out of the cases. 
He 


argued and insisted on bouncing the 
reporters so strongly that ho finally got 
his way. 
But it had no effect. 
The 


meeting was in no sonso of tho word 
secret, and its doiugs wore known on 
the streets ten minutes after they ad- 
journed. Evans' schemes for going to 
law, however, prospered amazingly. 


Tho object of tho meeting was stated 


and discussed by a few people, Lawyer 
Evans doing most of tho talking. liov. 
Mr. Tuck or presented a proposition 
from Manager 1A'ebb, of the Polos, in 
effect that he had contracted for a game 
next Sunday. If they would allow this 
game to proceed without molestation, 
Mr. Webb pledged himself not to pla3T 
baso ball on Sunday in this city any 
more.

Tucker 
favorc'l this. 


Lawyer Evans saw 
his 
job 
slip- 


ping away from him and said that for 
once ho was compelled to differ with 
Mr. Tucker, who is his pastor. 
Mr. 


Tucker resented Mr. Evans' insinua- 
tion, and said sharply that ho did not 
desire to influence the opinions of any 
member of his church, simply because 
they wore members. 


Mr. George D. Selby spoko against 


the proposition. 
Dr. Bing favored it. 


Ho was 
for Anything that would 


obviate the necessity of resorting to 
legal measures, which ho considered 
almost as great a crime as Sunday ball 
playing. 


Rev. Mr. Tucker arose to discuss tho 


proposition. 
Ho has been 0110 'of tho 


most active of the gentlemen who have 
been opposing 
Sunday 
base 
ball. 


When he had begun to speak, Dr. C. 
P. Dennis objected. He had discovered 
that there was nothing before the 
house and insisted that Mr. Tucker had 
no right to speak. 
Chairman Donald- 


sou so decided, aud Mr. Tucker was sat 
down upon. 
No wonder that he was 


mortified and disgusted. Nothing was 
done with tho proposition at all. 


A resolution was passed declaring 


that tho meeting was opposed to Sun- 
day ball and that it would use the ut- 
most efforts to suppress it. 
An execu- 


tive committee, consisting of George 
D. Solby. Dr. C. P. Dennis, Samuel 
Reed, W. F. \Vhitney, W. B. Anderson, 
J. F. Davis and Capt. Euos Moore, was 
appointed to look after next Sunday's 
panics and any that may follow, and 
toko measures to suppress them. A 
committee of twenty was provided 
for to aid this executive committee 
in every way possible. 
Tho meeting 


then adjourned. It is said that several 
speeches were made that would make 
mighty interesting reading.
